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FOREWORD 

At the termination of the activities of the United States Food Administration Grain Cor- 
poration last year, a book of "Grain and Flour Statistics During the War" was printed in order 
to preserve some of the most important statistics. 

At the termination of the activities of the United States Grain Corporation, a supplement 
is being issued, including the important statistics of the past year and also some important statistics 
for 1917-18 and 1918-19 not included in the issue of last year, but which are of value for reference 
and record. 

The operations of the United States Grain Corporation the past year covered wheat and wheat 
flour only, limiting the field of operations very materially. 

Investigation was carried on during the year to show the movement of wheat from farms and 
between elevators, the amount of wheat ground and flour produced, and stocks on hand. 

Mills, elevators and dealers were again licensed under the Act creating the Office of the Wheat 
Director, and licenses were also continued under the Food Administration as applied to wheat and 
wheat flour. 

Reports were received weekly from all the country elevators under license, numbering 21,490, 
and mills, numbering 10,105, as well as the terminal elevators. 

Certain investigations were carried on during the past year of prices of flour and prices of 
bread in order to see if flour and bread prices were reflecting fairly the current price of wheat and 
flour. Abstract of these reports is given in this issue. 

Certain investigations were carried on also as to the export movement of food stuffs during 
the War and since the termination of the War in order to follow the distribution of food to the Allies 
and Neutrals and since the Armistice to the Central Powers. Abstract of these reports is given. 

Investigations were also carried on during the Food Administration's activities covering the 
production and distribution of beef products, pork products and butter and cheese as a basis of 
distribution to the Allies and for export generally. This investigation was continued in the past 
year under the Wheat Director. Abstract of these reports is also given.
